Uruguayan Divers Seek Incas Gold

Divers who don’t believe in 
ghosts are seeking a fabulous 
treasure of Incas gold and precious 
gems in the shallow waters of the 
River Plate. 

The treasure trove dates back 
to the story of the. Spanish con- 
quistadores, Simon Bolivar and 
the French pirate, Jean Moreau. 


As the story goes, Spanish Gen. 
Jose De Laserna was defeated by 
the combined forces led by Bolivar 
and Jose De San: Martin in the 
Latin American War of Indepen- 
dence and chased out of Peru. 


The Spaniard had his men load 
his galleon with 70 barrels of val- 
uables looted from the land of the 
Incas and then set out on what 
he thought would be a fruitful 
journey home to the Court of 
Ferdinand VIL. 

But he failed to reckon with 
Moreau, the brazen pirate wh 
was being sought by the fleets 
of every big power. 

In 1824, the General’s ship was 
attacked by Moreau somewhere in 
the South Atlantic and the loot 
taken off the Spaniard’s hands.’ 

According to the story, Moreau’s 
men buried the treasure in a River 
Plate cave on the Uruguayan 
coast, just across the river from 
Buenos Aires. 

The pirates killed Moreau’s 
faithful lieutenant, a pirate named 
Moreau, and his body was hanged 
in the cave’s entrance. 

They hoped ‘so keep curious 
fishermen away until things 
cooled off sufficiently to permit 
the pirates to return for the treas- 
ure, a development which is be- 
lieved never to have matérialized.

NEW YORK—(NANA)—One of the first sovereign acts of 
the coming West German Government should be to sue the 
American Military Government for damages! Such is the view 
expressed in a recent editorial by Die Zeit, of Hamburg. The 
claim is based’on the allegedly unjustified restitution to Italy 
of valuable works of art which, the German paper asserts, had 
been lawfully acquired during the Nazi regime. 

According to Die Zeit, all the 40-odd art works in dispute 
were purchased from Italian dealers and private collectors 
in the years 1938-1942, before Italy was occupied by German 
troops. In all cases, the Italian Government had granted export 
licenses and the German Government had paid the stiff 30 per- 
cent export tax in addition to the purchase price. Many of 
the art works had been in the open market for years. 

The directive of the U. S. Military Government ordering 
restitution of these works to Italy was based on a suspicion of 
collusion between agents of Hitler and Goering and high offi-

_ is that only fair and undeviating stand- 
--ards may be established for determining 
’-the qualifications of voters. It must not 
remain within the discretion of a local 
board, or any other body, to determine, 
- without firm criterion, the fitness of a 
_ prospective voter. Standards must be so 
x fixed that judgment does not rest upon 
- Opinion, but upon measurable qualifica- 
. tions. And administration must be utterly 
. impartial. ; 
-. Once these precepts are firmly accept- 
. ed we do not believe the General Assem- 
-bly will-have any difficulty agreeing on 
. @ yoter-qualification law. 


There no doubt are any number of 
methods by which the desired objectives 
can be attained. But the one which recurs 
to our mind most frequently, and which 
we believe should be considered, calls for 
completion of a specified grade in school 
or passing a standard education test ad- - 
ministered by thee State Department of 


Education. 


If, for instance, the prospective voter 
had passed the fifth grade he would be 
registered without further ado. But many 
persons who not only are intelligent but 
also may be well-educated might not have 
had that much formal schooling. For their 
benefit the school system could, at reg- 
ular intervals, hold tests designed for one 
who has completed the fifth grade, or 
whatever grade the completion of which 
automatically qualifies one as a voter. 


Georgia law at present allows owners 
of property to a certain value to vote 
regardless of their other qualifications. 
That is a wise provision and should be 
retained.

Leadership 
Is Needed

The action of the General Assembly on ex- 
panded State services and accompanying taxes 
appears to hinge on “who” rather than “what” 
and “how much.” The need is for leadership. 

Both Gov. Herman Talmadge and Assembly 
leaders contend that the initiative rests with the 
other. The Chief Executive has reiterated his 
intention to go no further than to indorse the 
increased services and then leave the decision to 
“the sovereign Legislature.” He said he will in- 
sist on only one thing: that if any new taxes 
are instituted they be submitted to the people 
for approval. 

The Legislators may be viewing the question 
more from a standpoint of political expediency 
than actual needs. Most agree that the services 
are desirable, but they doubt the wisdom of 
approving new taxes. which might meet with 
disfavor back home. 

. Two tax plans have been proposed, one in- 
volves sales taxes and the other increased cor- 
poration and income levies. 

A number of the solons have their own ideas 
about increasing revenue. One wants a flat $10 
head tax on all persons not now paying ad 
valorem taxes. Another favors placing income 
taxes on a withholding plan. Some sentiment 
has been expressed for State-owned liquor stores 
and legalizing horse racing. 

An impasse is not unlikely unless some defi- 
nite leadership develops.

Editor Constitution: Your recent editorial on 
“What’s Mr. Cravey Howling About,” has in- 
trigued me. First, I hadn’t realized that there 
were 20,000 fire insurance agents in Georgia who 
would each lose the small amount of about $1 in 
commissions per year if the State. should drop 
their insurance and become self-insurors. I also 
didn’t realize that the State spent about $100,000 
per annum on insurance, and I can now under- 
stand why you are so concerned about the cost 
to the taxpayer, which might be cared for by 
dropping this insurance protection. 

Now I’m wondering “What’s Mr. Editor Howl- 
ing About.” You have so very carefully analyzed 
one side of this discussion, let’s look at the other. 
Of the $100,000 outlay per year by the State for 


protection, approximately 60 percent or $60,000 
on the average per year over a period of years 
will be returned to the State in payment of losses. 
An additional $2,000 will be returned in the form 
of premium tax on the $'00,000 premium. This 
leaves $38,000 for the poor taxpayer to cough up 
annually. Assuming there are 1,000,000 taxpayers 
(and there should be that many, for every citi- 
zen should participate in the expense of govern- 
ment), then each taxpayer will be asked to divvy 
up 3.8 cents per year. (Is protection against an 
unforeseen catastrophe worth it?) I just don’t 
see how they can stand it. I’m enclosing four 
cents in stamps for your pro rata share of this 
insurance cost for 1949.

~ Mustache Cups in Vogue

But of the popular mustache 
eup into which Grandfather 
tucked his 160 hairs, multiplied 
by the size of. the gentleman’s 
face, little seems to have been 
written. Libraries, book stores, 
antique dealers divulge little 
conclusive data regarding a ves-

From a study of Mr. de Zem- 
ler’s little book, it appears that 
when wigs went out, beards 


- came in. From about 1868, when 


Grant was elected President, 
“fashions for faces,” as Mr. de 
Zemier put it, “seemed to look 
to the White House.” Grant him- 
self wore a beard, as did Hayes, 
Garfield, and Arthur. But dur- 
ing the first presidential term of 
Grover Cleveland (1885-1889), 
beards began to disappear, and 
men began to pay careful atten- 
tion to their mustaches, Until 
1897 upper-lip appendages flour- 
ished. In that year, McKinley 
came upon the presidential 
scene, and it is easy to assume 
that by more than one he must 
have been considered quite in- 
decorous, bereft as he was of 
beard or mustache. 

So it would seem that the 


mustache cup had “its day” dur- | 


ing the years from 1885-to 1897. 
From markings on cups still in- 
tact, it can be learned that they 
were manufactured, during their 
period of popularity, in Euro- 
pean countries, in England, and 
on the Continent. Some of the 
moref ragile chia cups bear the 
stamp of Limoges and Dresden 
makers, of Haviland. Cups were 


even made for left-handers' -— 
now rate high on collectors’ lists. 
Some silver cups, with britan- 
hia base, were made, and they 
also rate high. 

An avid Atlanta collector is 
Mrs. Scott W. Allen, 1805 Ponce 
de Leon Ave. In the past few 
years, Mrs. Allen has acquired 
more than 100 of the decorative 
items. They fill to overflowing 
an antique curio cabinet which 
occupies a prominent spot in her 
home, and new additions to the 
collection arrive frequently from 
traveling friends and relatives. 
Most of the cups are unmarked. 

“The Oriental cups that are 
not marked are said to be more 
than 50 years old,” contributed 
Mrs. Allen. There are several 
of these in the collection. Of 
the others, there are cups from 
Germany, Austria, England, and 
one silver cup which bears the 
only American marking among 
them. It seems to have been 
made in Connecticut, most of 
the label-being illegible. 


Few of the cups are simple in 
design or ornament. The small 
bridges which offered such 
valued protection to Papa’s mus- 
tache are of various and intri- 
cate cuts. Bulky flowers, gold 
leaf, sugar coating adorn the 
outside of a great majority of 
' the collection, and handles in 
themselves are embellishments. 


Many of the cups bear senti- 
mental inscriptions in elaborate 
script—“Brother,” “Forget Me 
Not,” “Love the Giver,” “A 
Present,” “Think of Me.” What- 
ever, Papa’s status in life, his 
mustache seems to have been 
worthy of only the utmost in 
artistic effort.

Now you can buy three different devices for reproducing re- 
corded music. Besides the regular 10- and 12-inch disks made to 
turn at 78 revolutions per minute, and the recently introduced 
Columbia “long-playing microgroove” records which spin at 33 
rpm, there will be in the Spring an RCA Victor record that turns 


at 45 rpm. 

The instruments will take up 

more room, but the records will 
take up less. The entire équip- 
ment now needed by record fans 
will cost more money, at least 
at the start, but there should 
be a long-run saving on the rec- 
ords. 
The new RCA Victor disk is 
a nonbreakable record about 
seven inches in diameter, said to 
be “noise-free” and offering. 
“completely distortion-free mu- 
sic.” It was developed in connec- 
tion with a new record-player 
which has a remarkably fast 
changer. RCA Victor says it 
plans a wider frequency range 
at some future time. 

There will be three new play- 
ers: A complete automatic pho- 
nograph, a record-playing attach- 
ment, and an instrument com- 
bining radio and attachments for 
both old and new-style releases. 
Prices are not determined yet. 

Last week Columbia intro- 
duced a new seven-inch micro- 
groove record which plays as 
long as the conventional 78 rpm 
disks: it costs 60 cents for “pops,” 
90 cents for Masterworks, as | 
against 79 cents and $1-to-$1.25 
for regular-size issues.

book is a distinct must on your reading list. 


A chronicle of the doings of a 
tough seafaring Russian at the 
turn of the century, the story 
compounds delightful descrip- 
tive passages and a series of in- 
explicable coincidences. 

The hero, Garry Ivan, and his 
pal, Lee Fang, a Chinese half- 
breed, ship on many sailing ves- 
sels to many places, including 
islands abounding the Java Sea, 
Singapore, South American sea- 
ports, Cuba and the United 
States ports of New Orleans 
and Mobile. 

In Sumatra, they “acquire,” 
and “sell” a copra plantation, 
and. “lose” the proceeds; in 
Cuba, they become involuntari- 
ly enmeshed in the fortunes of 
the rebel Patriotas of Spanish- 
American War renown.

sumably, his diary. 

After these tragic events, 
Garry might have reconstrticted 
his diary—but that, too, ould 
have been a coincidence.

“In the middle of a fairway that 
hadn't been cut,” Joe said. 

If Vardon had known ‘the put- 
ting touch that belonged to Jones, 
Hagen, Travers or Travis, there 
would have been on contest in 
the events he entered. 

Vardon set his own form and 
style. He vent his left elbow con- 
siderably on the backswing, but 
straightened it out on the down- 
swing. He made golf look simpler 


and easier to play than anyone I 
ever saw. 

He won his first and last Brit- 
ish Open 18 years apart. Toda

After the war, the reorientation 
of the German people was the 
most important problem facing the 
occupational forces and those Ger- 
mans who had not been led astray 
by Hitler’s false teachings. 

It is difficult, however, to con- 
vince a hungry people that democ- 
racy, under which they have to 
starve, is the ideal form of gov- 
ernment. 

Moreover, the economic situa- 
tion of the German people after 
the war did not get better, but 
grew increasingly worse. Food ra- 
tions in 1946 were less than those 
in 1945, and in 1947 they were still 
less than those in 1946. There- 
fore hunger increased steadily. 

Many Germans did not under- 

stand that this was the conse 
quence of a lost war. On the con- 
trary, they regarded this devolp- 
ment as proof of the fact that the 
occupational forces wanted to 
scoag them out. The compara- 
ively few incurable Nazis ex- 
ploited this situation by support- 
ing and strengthening this belief 
through whispering campaigns. 

The situation was basically 
changed after the currency reform 
of June, 1948. 

One of the causes of the eco- 
nomic decline in Germany, to- 
gether with the destruction caused 
by the war and the dismantling 
of industry, was the lack of a cur- 
rency that actually functioned. 
The German people were well 
aware of the fact that the cur- 
rency reform was delayed for such 
a long time because no agfeement 
could be reached with Russia. That 
does not, however, alter the fact 
that the currency reform came 
three years too late. This delay 
caused inestimable damage in Ger- 
many, psychologically as well as 
economically. The old money had 
only a fractional part of its nomi- 
nal value. 

A German worker receives on 
the average 50 marks a week. He 
has to pay 90 to 100 marks, about 
two weeks’ pay, for a package of 
American cigarettes on the black 
market, 

Before the currency reform the 
American cigarette was the only 
real form of currency in wide 
areas of the American zone, 

In those circumstances there 
was no incentive to work, for the 
worker could earh more in five 
minutes through trading in the 
black market than he could in a 
whole week of honest labor. 

When most of the German peo- 
ple worked in spite of this fact 
and, so to speak, without compen- 
sation, that attests to their desire 
to work with all their might in re- 
constructing their ruined country. 
A small number of people, how- 
ever, showed no desire to work 
Thus, up 
to June of this year, there existed 
a peculiar situation. There was 
everywhere a serious lack of werk- 
ers and, at the same time, there 
was also much sham employment 
—that is, many employers certi- 


fied that they were hiring those 
unwilling to work, when the latter 
were actually doing nothing. This 
was one of the reasons that recon- 
struction in Germany made such 
slow progress. 

Because of the currency re- 
form carried out in June, 1948, 
in the Western Zones, Western 
Germany again possesses a cur- 
rency that has a certain purchas- 
ing ability. Farmers and business 
men are now interested in selling 
their products without any pres- 
sure from government officials. 
The worker can buy something 
with his earnings now, and be- 
cause of this, work has acquired 
a meaning for him. Many persons 
who formerly lived off the black 
market are now forced to follow 
an honest occupation, for the black 
market, with few exceptions, has 
almost completely vanished. Many 
who previously lived off their sav- 
ings rather than work for worth- 
less money are now looking for a 
remunerative job. Employment 
figures in the Western Zones of 
Germany are rising steadily, as is 
production. a 


This change did not take place 
in the Soviet Zone of Occupation 
after the currency reform. The 
economic situation there was just 
as serious as that in the Western 
Zones, but now, with the currency 
reform, the West is better off than 
the East, and the difference is 
increasing with each passing 
week. Basic foods are still ra- 
tioned in the Western Zones, but 
the rations are larger than before. 
Bread and potatoes—ithe German 
standard food—are to be had in 
such supply that there is no longer 
actual famine. On the other hand, 
there is still a serious shortage of 
fats, meat and milk. Every Amer- 
ican has more of these in a day 
than a German in the Western 
Zones is allotted in a week. 


The decisive change in the atti- 
tude of the Germans toward the 
Americans was caused by the Mar- 
shall Plan and the Berlin air lift. 

Even the most hardened Nazis 
are forced to realize that their 
whispering campaigns about the 
American desire to starve us out 
are without any foundation what- 
soever. The German people are 
also realizing more and more that 
the Americans really want to help 
them onto their feet, and with 
this realization there is a growing 
feeling of sincere gratitude for 
what the Americans are doing for 
them. But the Germans do not 
believe that the U. S. intends to 
send supplies and food to Ger- 
many while the equivalents of 
these are being taken out of Ger- 
many by other occupying forces 
(even England and France) 
through the dismantling of Ger- 
man industry. The German watch 
industry, for example, can nat be 
regarded as an armament indus- 
try, and it would therefore be 
foolish to allow the French to 
carry out their plan of dismantling 
the watch industry in the French 
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mentioned in Isaiah 3:18-24. “In
